Words on Coins 


Busy times at B&R! Our November Garrett sale is already 
legendary and we have another Garrett sale upcoming in March. 
Our November Bartlett sale was also a success; still another auc¬ 
tion sale is coming up in January. You should be receiving your 
catalogue for this one soon if you are on our auction mailing list. 
We've also just completed our first Rare Coin Review for the 
1980s. This catalogue is packed with choice coins in all series, 
and much historical, technical and background information has 
been included, as well as a feature article on color and toning on 
Uncirculated and Proof coins. We think you'll want to save it for 
your numismatic library. 

The already strong market in U.S. coins has received an addi¬ 
tional boost from the phenomenal results of the first Garrett sale. 
You've seen the prices realized for many of the rarities in the 
trade papers and coin magazines so we won't repeat these here. 

In one sense, the prices realized for the Garrett rarities are not an 
accurate indicator of the state of the general coin market. This is 
because many of the coins are so rare that they have not been on 
the market in years —sometimes decades —and collectors knew 
they might not get another opportunity to acquire some of these 
items in their lifetimes. 

On the other hand, astonishing prices were realized for more 
"ordinary" coins —coins that regularly trade in the numismatic 
marketplace; coins that you and I can actually hope to own. In 
my opinion the prices realized at the Garrett sale for these items 
give more of an indication of where this market is going. And the 
results are almost frightening. For example, we find an 1809 half 
cent, MS-63, red and brown Unc. going for $2100 which is about 
five times the Guidebook price. Similarly an 1832 half cent in 
MS-65, brown Unc, went for $1300, which is more than the usual 
price for a BU example. Or take the 1835 half cent in MS-65, BU. 
These have been trading for months around the $1000 level, but 
all right, the coin was extra nice and it did have the advantage of 
the fabulous Garrett pedigree. So one might expect perhaps 
$2000. The actual price was $5500! This is at least 3-4 times the 
previous record for this issue! 

For the large cents one finds a similar story. The common 1794 
S-44 in AU-50 had a previous market value of something like 
$1500. The Garrett specimen was bid up to an eyepopping $4400 
Even such a common item as the 1820 Randall hoard cent in 
MS-65, brown Unc. realized $950 which is about double the going 
market price. 

Or how about an 1835 half dime in AU-55 condition at $2100. 
One could argue that the coin was an extra nice AU, but this 
price is more than the going rate for MS-65! And we emphasize 
that we are not picking special cases; the entire prices realized 
list reads this way! A few more examples in the bust half dollar 
series: an 1807 50/20 variety went for $1300 in AU-50. An 1814/3 
overdate reached $275 in just VF-20. The 1817/3 overdate, which 
has been grossly underpriced for years, broke loose and went for 
$400 in EF-40. 

Predictably, it will take the market a while to digest these huge 
runups and it will be interesting to see if the 1980 sales, par¬ 
ticularly the March Garrett can continue this torrid pace. In the 
meantime we have included some juicy offerings here to tempt 
you —and at prices that are more than reasonable compared to 
recent auction results. Until next month, good hunting!

Extensive Selection of U.S. 
Commemorative Coins 


We present a comprehensive selection of these popular coins from a 
large collection recently purchased intact by us. This series has always 
been widely collected, due no doubt to the wide variety of design types 
and the historical interest of some of the events commemorated. The 
designs range from artistic to mediocre to ludicrous; similarly the events 
commemorated range from significant to trivial. The rarity and "invest¬ 
ment potential" of these coins have often been exaggerated, and prices 
have often had violent ups and downs, although the long term price 
trend has definitely been upward. Generally issues before about 1934 are 
scarce in perfect condition as these mostly went into the hands of the 
public before the big speculators got In the game in the 1934-1937 
period. As for the designs, an excellent and intelligent commentary on 
the artistic merit (or lack of artistic merit) of the various issues can be 
found in Cornelius Vermuele's Numismatic Art in America which we 
recommend to anyone interested in the art of coinage. However the 
notes given below are strictly the opinion of your editor. 

Issues of new commemoratives have been essentially choked off since 
1939 (with two unimportant exceptions), despite many excellent sugges¬ 
tions. For example, in 1952, a commemorative quarter was proposed to 
mark the 300th anniversary of the pine tree shilling. The original bill 
(sponsored by John F. Kennedy of Massachusetts) specified an issue of at 
least 50,000 pieces with a proposed design of an Indian on the obverse 
and a copy of the pine tree shilling device on the reverse. Thus this issue 
would have commemorated a numismatic event. Despite vigorous 
pushing by the ANA the bill died. Instead we got the propaganda- 
inspired Washington-Carver half dollar of 1951-1954. What a shame!

As we reported last month, the market for choice type coins 
and colonials has exploded, sparked by the speculative run-up in 
gold and silver prices and the wide interest generated by the first 
Garrett sale. We mentioned that the very high Garrett prices 
might have been due more to the fabulous pedigrees involved, 
rather than any reflection of the general market. However, it ap¬ 
pears that the market is rushing to catch up with the results of 
the Garrett sale, and a series of spectacular price advances has 
been occurring in the past month The direction of the market is 
illustrated by the results of our recent NASC auction sale, held 
January 24-25. As one can easily see from the prices quoted 
below, this direction is sharply and violently upward. 

Colonials are experiencing a strength not seen since the 
1974-75 market peak. Many of the pieces in this sale came out of 
the famous Dr. Ruby collection, which was auctioned in Febru¬ 
ary, 1974, near the last peak. A 178.1 Chalmers shilling in VF-20, 
which brought $1050 at the Ruby sale, sold for $1600. Nova Con- 
stellatio coppers have more than doubled in price, fueled per¬ 
haps by the historic offering of the 1783 silver patterns in the 
Garrett sale. A 1785 copper in AU-50 went from $500 at the Ruby 
sale to $1200. Another in EF-45 with a planchet clip sold for $750. 
A VF-30 of the same variety sold for $190 against just $90 in the 
Ruby sale. The 1792 Washington half dollar in copper in VF-20 
realized $5000, up from $4800 at the Ruby sale, which was re¬ 
garded as an astronomical price at the time. The common 1795 
Grate token in MS-63 sold for $875, up sharply from just $260 at 
the Ruby sale. A 1787 Nova Eborac copper was bid to $400 in 
only VF-20. 

Early type coins were even stronger. An 1800 half cent in 
EF-40, which has traded at just below the $100 level for the past 
few years, broke loose and sold for $300. A clean VF-20 specimen 
of the 1798/7 dime sold for $1700. An 1806 quarter in just VF-20, 
but perfect for the grade, went for a record $1250. A large con¬ 
signment of AD bust halves went for record prices, in some cases 
equal or higher than Uncirculated specimens of the same dates 
would have brought a couple of years ago. The 1811 in AU-55 
sold for $550, 1813 50C./UNI in AU-50 for $650, the rare 1817/3 
overdate in EF-40 for $770 which is several multiples of cata¬ 
logue! Similarly, the 1827/6 in AU-50 was a runaway, bringing 
$725. The 1827 curl 2 in similar condition sold for $625. 

Choice 19th-century type coins continued strong with many of 
the prices higher than latest "gray sheet" listings, especially in 
MS-65 and Proof-65 grades. A beautiful 1864 bronze Indian Proof 
cent sold for $1900. A superb 1916 walking Liberty half dollar 
went for a record $2300. The 1855-0 arrows half sold for an even 
$5000 in MS-65. 

Gold provided a similar story. The 1879 Stella, slightly im- 
paked at $31,000 and the MCMVIl high relief double eagle, 
MS-67, at $28,000 illustrate the story well enough. 

When this market will finally level off, and at what price level, 
is difficult to predict. But it is obvious that anyone with a collec¬ 
tion of medium to high quality material can make a nice profit 
by selling now.

Words on Coins 


This month we concentrate on 20th-centurv issues and modern 
(1834-1933) U.S. gold coins. We've just purchased a huge collection 
of mostly Choice Mint State and Proof 20th-century U.S. coins, par¬ 
ticularly strong in 1916-1955 issues. The man was obviously a hoard¬ 
er, putting away these coins in roll quantities over a period of many 
decades. For example, the collection contains over 150 1937-D 
3-legged buffalo nickels, over 100 1942/1 overdate Mercury dimes, 
dozens of BU 1938-D halves, hundreds of U.S. Proof sets before 
1955 and so on. All of the 20th-century issues listed here come from 
this enormous group, and we'll feature additional parts of the col¬ 
lection in future issues of our Special Coin Letter. 

Many collectors have been disappointed in receiving "sold-outs" 
on coins ordered from our last couple of issues. This problem is a 
constant one in the coin business, since a dealer such as ourselves 
faced with an avalanche of orders for, say a Choice AU 1828 quar¬ 
ter, cannot go out and order a couple of rolls of them somewhere. 
But the problem has been particularly acute during the past few 
months in a market characterized by extremely tight supplies of 
quality coins and hysterical demand bordering on panic propor¬ 
tions. Each and every coin listed in the Special Coin Letter is in stock 
when the list is made. However, it takes about three weeks for the 
list to be composed, printed, and mailed to you. During that time, 
many coins from our stock go out to want lists, investment ac¬ 
counts, and phone orders. And so, some of the coins in the Special 
Coin Letter will have been sold before the list reaches you. We real¬ 
ize how frustrating this can be for the collector who sees something 
he wants, phones in his order on the day he gets his Special Coin Let¬ 
ter. and is still told the item is sold. There are two things that could 
change this situation; (1) a dramatic increase in our supply of coins; 
(2) a decrease, or "cooling off" in demand. 

We see some progress in both directions. There is some evidence 
that the market may be temporarily leveling off from the sweltering 
pace of the past couple of months. Prices are still rising, but the 
huge quantum leaps in prices are decreasing. We feel a long over¬ 
due rest now would be a healthy sign for the market, and one might 
hope that the recent panic buying might abate somewhat. It's still 
too early to say if prices will actually level and stay put for awhile; 
the next market test will be a pair of auctions (Garrett II and the 
Seller Collection) coming at the end of March. We'll report prices 
and give our interpretation in the next issue. 

On the supply side, things look considerably brighter, thanks to 
the purchase mentioned above. We now have a good stock of 20th- 
century U.S. coins, and we have duplicates of most of the coins 
listed in this issue. So, if you order quickly as you see items of in¬ 
terest, your chances of getting the coins you want are considerably 
better than during the past couple of months. 

Please remember, however, that the best coins are the first to 
sell. Indeed, one of the real challenges of collecting and investing in 
rare coins is the difficulty in acquiring top quality items. This fact 
distinguishes rare coin investment from traditional areas such as 
stocks and bonds, commodities, or even gold and silver, all of 
which can be bought in almost any quantity desired, any day of the 
week, all day. Yet it is also one of the most important rewards of 
coin investment —the good coins are always hard to find, with de¬ 
mand always greater than supply. And of course, this is what keeps 
pushing the prices higher. Until next month, good hunting.

The results of the second Garrett sale, held March 26-27, 1980 
were quite interesting to say the least. The sale was highlighted 
by the 1804 dollar at $400,000 and the 1851 Humbert slug in 
Proof at $500,000. This must be the first auction sale in history 
containing an 1804 dollar where the 1804 did not realize the 
highest price! Still, the $400,000 price was nearly double the 
previous record for this coin. And the excitement it generated 
among the 600 bidders was powerful. The sale was packed with a 
bewildering array of fabulous rarities, and the prices on these 
will be reported in the news releases. 

We'll concentrate here on prices realized at the Seller sale, 
held the following day, as this sale contained coins more likely to 
be in the collections of our readers. Prices on choice copper 
coins were very strong indeed. A 1904 Indian cent in MS-65 went 
for well above current retail at $300. A group of original gem BU, 
MS-65 1854 half cents sold for $2000 to $3200 each, depending 
on minute differences in color. These prices are well above 
MS-65 retail. Common late date red and brown Unc. large cents 
posted average prices of $650; an 1866 two-cent piece in Proof-65 
sold for $3000, more than 50 percent over current retail. 

Early U.S. type coins were in demand and prices mostly match¬ 
ed current retail. But problem-free circulated early type coins 
continued to sell at double (or more) retail. These coins have 
been strong for months, but strangely, current "Trends" listings 
and even gray sheet wholesale listings continue to report the old, 
lower prices. Some examples: An 1807 heraldic eagle half dollar, 
barely Fine-12 at $200, an 1818 quarter, Fine-12, toned at $180, a 
1796 half dime in EF-40 at $5000. Common date bust halves sold 
at average prices of $250 for AU-50 and up to $1000 in Choice 
AU-55. In fact, AU-55 type coins were unusually strong; the 
material seems to be in demand by dealers for resale as "BU". A 
large number of early bust dollars were in the sale. Average 
prices on the 1797 small eagle type were $1500 in Fine-12 and 
$2500 in VF-20. A group of 1798 small eagle dollars sold for 
average prices of $3200 in VF-20. Common heraldic eagle dollars 
sold for the following prices; Good-4 $200, Fine-12 $550, VF-20 
$750, Choice VF-30 $1300, Choice EF-45 $2250. These prices are 
more or less in line with retail quotes. A group of AU seated 
dollars from the 1840s brought average prices of $450 each; the 
scarce 1850-0 averaged $700 in EF-40 and $1100 in AU-50. An 
MS-60 brought $5250. A trio of slightly impaired Proof-55 ex¬ 
amples of the rare 1858 dollar sold for an average of $8500 each; 
the common "run of the bag" Unc. MS-60 1860-0 dollar sold for 
$1700 (right at retail); common no motto seated dollars in 
Proof-60 averaged $3000 each. The rare 1895 Proof Morgan 
brought $24,500 in Proof-60 condition. Finally, a collection of 
standing Liberty quarters brought average prices of $750 for 
MS-65 common dates and $1700 for full head MS-65 common 
dates. 

The market remains strong, although there is growing evidence 
that price increases are not as crazy as they were in January and 
February. Slower price increases would be extremely healthy for 
the market, as it will insure a steady supply of quality coins ap¬ 
pearing for sale. This is necessary in order to have a stable and li¬ 
quid market.

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THE 1922 PEACE DOLLAR IN EXTREMELY HIGH RELIEF 
THE DESIGN TYPE OF 1921 




Bowers and Ruddy Galleries is privileged to offer one of America's 
greatest 20th-centurY rarities: the 1922 Peace dollar in extremely high 
relief, the design type of 1921. The coin is a choice Matte Proof which is 
graded as Proof-67 on the ANA scale. The coin is so rare that there are 
no recent sale records for it. It is mentioned but unpriced in the 1980 
edition of A Guide Book of United States Coins with the notation: "The 
rare Matte Proof specimens of 1921 and 1922 are of the high relief style 
of 1921." What makes this piece important is that Peace dollars are 
divided into two design categories: the type of 1921 with very high relief 
and the type used from 1922 through 1935, with very shallow relief. 
There were 51,737,0001922 Peace dollars produced for circulation, and 
each one of them was in very shallow, indistinct relief. In addition, 
there were just a few —probably not even a dozen —produced on the 
1921 style in very high relief. Of the original high relief 1922 coinage, 
quantity unknown, just six specimens can be traced with certainty to¬ 
day. One other, not presently on the market, is in condition equal to the 
Bowers and Ruddy Galleries piece. Two others would grade somewhere 


between Proof-60 and Proof-65, but would not fully qualify for a 
Proof-65 (choice) category. And, the remaining two of the six have been 
impaired. 

The coin has a very interesting historical connection inasmuch as high 
relief coins were contemplated for circulation in 1922, but there was so 
much difficulty encountered in striking the pieces in order to bring up 
the relief properly that the high relief style was discontinued and the 
very shallow relief was instituted in its place. Thus, it is closely related 
to the MCMVIl extremely high relief double eagle (a coin of which 18 
pieces or so are known). Adding further to its desireability is its condi¬ 
tion: Choice Matte Proof, and the fact that it is part of the silver dollar 
series, unquestionably on the most popular areas in numismatics.

Buffalo Nickels for the Collector 


We offer a comprehensive selection of these popular coins including 
gem examples of most of the rare mintmarks. The design on these nickels 
is one of the best ever to appear on a U.S. coin, although the series was 
plagued from the start from poor strikes (mostly at the branch mints) and 
also a tendency for the date to wear off the coins after a few years in cir¬ 
culation. Buffalo nickels circulated until about 1963, and until 1959 or 
so, were nearly as numerous in circulation as the jefferson type. How¬ 
ever, only the 1934-38 issues could be consistently found with a full 
date. Many of the gem nickels in this offering are part of the huge collec¬ 
tion of 20th-century material we purchased in March, and have been 
carefully preserved under the watchful eye of a true collector almost 
since the date of issue.

Words on Coins 


A question we are often asked by investors, and some collectors too, is how to 
go about setting up a long-range buying program for rare coins For example, if I 
have $2400 to spend on rare coins over the next year should I buy 1,200 coins at $2 
per coin or should I purchase a single rarity selling at $2400? Here it is necessary to 
keep in mind that you need a sensible balance between reward and risk All other 
things being equal, you generally increase your profit potential (reward) by buying 
choice items of proven scarcity and value. Thus it would not be advisable to put 
all of your money into cheap coins costing $2 a piece On the other hand, you 
reduce your potential risk by diversifying into a wide cross-section of different 
issues. If you put your entire budget into a single coin you will have no diversifica¬ 
tion and you will be extremely vulnerable if the price of that single coin comes 
thumping down for some unforeseen reason Also, diversification is a hedge 
against your own mistakes in buying, particularly at coin shows In a crowded and 
poorly lit bourse you may think you have bought a real prize, only to find a few 
flaws when you get it home under a better light If all your money is in this single 
"mistake" you'll be very unhappy indeed 

So the best policy would seem to be in between these two extremes A method I 
have used for years automatically insures the right balance between diversifica¬ 
tion and quality items. First, think of your buying program on a month to month 
basis. Determine how much you want to spend per month instead of per year. For 
example if I have just inherited $2400 and want to spend it all on coins, I would 
have $200 per month to invest. Then buy a single coin per month for approximate¬ 
ly the entire month's budget. That is, in this example, I would be buying one coin 
per month for approximately $200 per coin. If 1 find a coin I really want and the 
price is only $100, I buy it, and add the excess $100 to next month's budget, allow¬ 
ing me to buy a $300 coin the following month Obviously a certain amount of 
flexibility is needed here, but if you keep fairly close to the $200 level per month, 
at the end of the year you'll have 12 coins of the highest quality you could afford 
and at the same time keep diversified. In addition, the "one coin a month rule" 
keeps you disciplined and prevents panic or foolish "grab-bag" type buying. 
You'll also tend to appreciate and study the coins you do acquire much more 
when only a single item per month is being added to your holdings 

The same idea can also work if you are a collector and investment is only of 
secondary importance. Let's suppose you are interested in a set of Mercury dimes 
and suppose again that you have a budget of $200 per month Working on the 
assumption that the highest quality items appreciate the fastest, you can start 
buying the early P mints like 1916, 1917, 1920, 1923, etc in MS-65 or better with 
full bands; all of which can be bought at about the $200 level Then you look for 
MS-65, but not full bands specimens of dates like 1916-S, 1917-S, 1918-S, 1920-S, 
1928-S, all selling for around $200 per coin After you have exhausted all of the 
MS-65 coins selling for around $200, you drop down to MS-60 and start picking up 
dates like 1919-D, 1919-S, 1925-D, 1927-D, etc. In addition, some of the better late 
dates like 1934-D, 1935-D, 1936-D, etc. can be acquired in MS-65 for around $200 
per coin. Always keep in mind you want the highest quality you can afford, if an 
MS-60 with full bands is priced at the same level as an MS-65 without full bands, 
take the MS-65. 

For a coin like the 1926-S, you can either acquire an AU at $200, or buy the com¬ 
mon 1944-D one month, and splurge on a BU-60 1926-S the next for around $400. 
Any time along the way you can decide what to do about the key dates. The 1921 
and 1921-D would fit into your budget in VF-EF at about $200 per coin. The 1916-D 
will cost at least $400 in only Good condition. The overdates should be bought in 
nice EF for about $400 each. Finally, the late common dates can be added where 
convenient, but no special effort should be made to acquire them particularly ear¬ 
ly, since their price is well below your $200 budget. In this way you'll end up with a 
set where all of the coins have roughly the same value; this will be a distinct ad¬ 
vantage to you if you ever want to sell. The same idea can be used whether your 
budget is $10 per month or $1000 or more per month.

The market continues to drift along on a low-key note after 
having peaked out last March The current trend can best be 
described as "mixed", and it is hardly surprising given the current 
state of the U.S. economy. Certain selected areas of the market 
are quite strong. These include colonials, early type coins, gem 
common date silver dollars, Lincoln and Indian cents, medium 
priced 20th-century material (except late-date Walking halves), 
currency, and foreign coins. Profit taking has temporarily 
brought down the prices on some of the expensive MS-65 and 
Proof-65 type coins. Notable here are seated Liberty and Barber 
material, as well as Proof Trade dollars. The very expensive "con¬ 
dition rarities" such as Proof gold or Panama-Pacific sets are 
soft. We expect the current market for this material to continue 
soft, however, overall we fully expect this market softness to be 
temporary. Therefore the current market lull should be regarded 
as a buying opportunity for the alert collector, or for the investor 
interested in long-term (3 years or more) capital gains. 

Many investors, used to dealing in the stock or commodity 
markets, will not buy coins unless prices are moving upwards. 
However, rare coins are not at all like other markets; the supply 
can be very thin when prices are rising, and it may be difficult to 
find the item you want at any price. Conversely, in a slow market 
like the one at present, the availability is much greater because 
some collectors and small dealers have sold out at the first drop 
in prices. And the material is more varied, of better quality, and 
more reasonably priced than in "boom" periods like this past 
January. Therefore to our way of thinking, this is the best time to 
be buying selected, underpriced scarcities and rarities. Prices 
maybe much lower now than they will be in a few years, and the 
opportunity exists now to pick up some items that will be im¬ 
possible to find at any price later on. 

Do you remember last January when everyone was scrambling 
to buy at once? Retail price lists were sold out prior to their 
publication, and auction material went mostly to floor bidders 
(i.e. dealers) at record prices, forcing the average collector to buy 
at high prices. The same thing will happen again within the next 
few years, but the farsighted collector will have purchased most 
of his choice pieces in 1980, when business was less hectic and 
prices more reasonable. The main message of this paragraph, 
then is don't be a sheep. 

In this list we feature a varied selection of material not listed 
in our latest Rare Coin Review. The selection is strong in over¬ 
dates and blundered dies, and the collector should find many dif¬ 
ferent pieces of interest here. There is good selection of nice 
small cents, silver three-cent pieces, half dimes, and other select 
pieces. For the investor, we offer wholesale prices on Walking 
Liberty halves, and some special prices on early Washington 
quarters. We have, as usual, catalogued this material in detail, 
with full descriptions of condition and rarity, and in many cases, 
detailed notes on technical or historical matters. If you are tired 
of trying to read and order from price lists that look like they 
were written by a computer (and we've seen several lately) we 
think you'll really enjoy this list.

Note: These were struck by a pair of severely rusted dies further 
damaged by clash marks. The reverse die was strongly polished in an 
attempt to remove the clash marks, and the right front leg of the buf¬ 
falo went with them. About two decades ago, collector A. D. Craig 
interviewed some old former employees of the Denver Mint. When 
he mentioned the three-legged nickel, several of the men who had 
worked in the coining room in 1937 remembered the incident. Ap¬ 
parently a pressman named Young was on duty at the time and the 
dies badly clashed together when the planchet feeding device 
malfunctioned. Young stopped the press and ground down the dies 
with a piece of emery paper taped to the end of a long wooden stick 
in order to remove the unsightly clash marks. However, due to inex¬ 
perience, or ignorance, or both, he rubbed the reverse die a little too 
vigorously in the areas of the legs, causing one of the legs to be nearly 
completely effaced from the die. The press was started up again, and 
the nickels coined thereafter were three-legged. 

Eventually the inspectors found out what had happened, but a 
large number of the three-legged nickels had already been bagged 
with normal nickels and shipped out. The remaining three-leggeds 
were supposedly melted as rejects, and the dies were condemned and 
replaced. 

Most of the survivors were pulled from circulation in the late 1950s 
and are mostly in average circulated condition for 1937-D nickels of 
that period, i.e. VF or so. Pieces grading better than EF are decidedly 
scarce, especially with mint lustre, and full Unc. ones are rare. The 
pieces offered here are all guaranteed absolutely genuine; and have 
the diagnostic features of genuine pieces described by Don Taxay in 
Scott's Encyclopedia.

75 stars, these pieces were undoubtedly struck between June, 
1792, when Kentucky became the 15th state, and June, 7796, 
when Tennessee became the 16th. If DeWitt is right, then the Suc¬ 
cess medals are the only surviving political tokens of the 1792 
election.

This month we continue our practice of reporting on the state of the market by 
giving some results of our Park Forest sale, held Oct. 3, 1980 in New York City. 

Colonials and early copper coins continue on a firm course A pair of Unc. 
Virginia halfpennies went for $1100 and $900, respectively, and a 1783 Georgius 
Triumpho copper was bid to a record $650 in only VF-20! On the other hand, some 
of the more common State coppers went cheaply, and in some cases the prices 
were barely above 1974 levels. A group of four 1854 half cents in BU-65 ranged 
from $1100 to $1700 each. These were good prices, considering that all of the 
coins had minor spots or fingerprints, and that more than 20 mint red pieces of 
this date have been sold at auction in the last nine months. A BU-65 1855 large 
cent was bid to a strong $3250, against a gray sheet listing of only $1450. The 
much rarer 1849 in BU-65 went for $1850, but this had a few stains and flyspecks. 
Even the common 1853 in Brown Unc.-63 managed to bring $600, suggesting that 
gray sheet values will be rising soon on these. 

Indian head cents were in strong demand with several common date gem Proofs 
selling for $850 to $1050 each, close to current wholesale levels. A 1909-S VDB 
Lincoln in BU-65 crashed through the four figure barrier, bringing $1080, and the 
commoner 1909-S plain set a record at $500. Two and three cent pieces were only 
in selective demand, with the real gems bringing consistently above gray sheet 
levels, while the "so-so" coins went for mostly bargain prices. A similar story ap¬ 
plies to the nickels. A pair of 1878 shield nickels (a scarce date) in Proof-65 sold for 
$1900 and $2000, but a pair of commoner 1879's in Proof-65 went for exactly 
$1300 each, below gray sheet. Again quality was the word for the Liberty nickels, 
with a pair of 1897's bringing $900 and $2700 in Proof-65 and Proof-67, respective¬ 
ly. 

In some other areas of the market, a pair of 1872-S half dimes (a common date) 
straddled widely both sides of the gray sheet, bringing $1300 and $2900, respec¬ 
tively in BU-65. A pair of BU-65 1891 dimes brought $1050 and $1100, proving that 
the current wholesale listing of $1800 is much too high. 

Key date twentieth century material has backed off from previous highs, but is 
in no sense weak. Consider the 1921-D dime, BU-67 at $5000, the 1916 Standing 
Liberty quarter, BU-67 at $6250, and the 1918/7-S quarter, BU-63 at $7000. Early 
U.S. silver coins have held the gains of the past few months, and prices appear to 
be levelling. An 1800 half dime in EF-45 sold for an even $4000, an 1805 quarter in 
the same grade went for $5000, and the rare 1794 half dollar, EF-40 brought $5950. 
Gray sheet levels are still rising, but these simply reflect the gains made in this 
market many months ago, not any new strength. 

Common date Liberty Walking halves showed surprising resiliency after the 
vicious beating this market has taken since April. MS-65 and better common dates 
sold for $100 to $280 each, above current bid levels We therefore think the 
market on late date walkers has bottomed and would consider them safe again for 
purchase at current levels of $125 to $150 per coin. 

An extensive run of Morgan and Peace dollars were in the sale, giving us an ac¬ 
curate guage of this market. In general, key and semi-key dates are down, and 
common date gems (especially prooflikes) are up. All of the prices quoted below 
are for BU-65 coins, and current gray sheet bid levels are in parenthesis. The key 
1879-CC went for $3200 ($5000), a trio of 1892 dollars averaged out at $575 per 
coin ($1175). A pair of 1893's sold for only $1300 and $1100 ($2350). The scarce 
1894-S did well at $1750 ($1900), while a pair of 1898-S dollars went for exactly 
$475 each ($640). The key 1928 Peace dollar sold for a strong $1900 ($1575) 

In summary, the overall market continues to be quite soft with scattered 
pockets of strength. We expect no fundamental change in market conditions for 
the next several months. )ust as last winter was a selling opportunity (as we 
pointed out repeatedly in these editorials), now is very definitely the time to buy, 
particularly at auction. It will pay you to obtain catalogues of our upcoming 
December and January auction sales immediately. Get a copy of the gray sheet 
and start bidding iri some of these depressed areas. In a few years you'll be happy 
you did. Clients with holdings of this material should hold until the market im¬ 
proves
